We have always 
thought we should dislike to kill a 
man, but a few previous men hanging 
around us might change our opinion 
and make that a pleasure which in our 
earlier life we should have shrunk 
from doing. Great evils demand he- 
roic remedies, and it is soinetimes ne- 
cessary to sacrifice our personal feel- 
ings for the public good.
